Does 
a bar of soap transmi 
germs? This question has been re­ 
opened by the researches of Dr. W 
R. Redden. We recorded in this col­ 
umn a few’ weeks ago the researches 
which indicated that soap has dis­ 
tinct antiseptic powers—that in fact 
it was better than most antiseptics. 
Incidentally in connection with this 
our attention wras called by certfui« 
manufacturers of iodine to the f p i 
th at soap does not kill two of the 
most dangerous germs—tetanus, or 
lockjaw, and the streptococcus, and 
that iodine does. 
We are glad to 
note this fair addition to those re­ 
marks. 
Since soap itself is antiseptic in 
qualities, the old idea that a bar oi 
soap can transm it disease needs 
sdme revision. 
Dr. Reddens report In part fol­ 
lows: 
1. In the first place, the commer­ 
cially-made cake of sdap is free of 
bacteria. 
The manufacturing pro­ 
cess of soap kills all bacteria that 
might be found in the fats used. Tins 
m anufacture consists of rendering 
the fat, boiling the soap mixture for 
hours, adding large amounts of al­ 
kali and causing chemical changes 
to take place among the ingredients. 
Any one of these processes would 
kill 
any 
known 
micro-organism. 
Laboratory experiments 
have re­ 
peatedly demonstrated th at soap, as 
it reaches the consumer, is sterile ex­ 
cept as the surface may have become 
contaminated by handling. 
2. Bacterial 
examinations 
were 
made of 20 new cakes of soap, and 
no bacteria were found on any of 
them. Examination of 75 used cakes 
of soap obtained 
from as many 
sources, including hotels, ma hine , 
shops, railroad stations, a sewage j 
disposal plant, various kitchen*, two 
abattoirs, and a number of speci- j 
mens from a public bath, failed to 
show, on culture, a single living or­ 
ganism. 
Another experiment was made as 
follows: A cake of soap was put in 
a sterile dish and inoculated with 
living germs from lresh culturts and 
incubated. Twelve of the mast viru- 
1ent varieties of germs were used 
The germs were all dead in less than 
ilf an hour except in three in- 
mces. 
These experiments were not done 
• any soap company, but were 
ide in connection with an exten- 
e study of sterilization for opera- 
1S in places other than hospitals,

4. Broken skin—that Is. through 
wounds, for most pathogenic organ­ 
isms do not penetrate the unbroken 
skin. 
Obviously, then, soap does not in­ 
fect the eyes, nose or mouth, except 
under unusual circumstances, the 
soap or lather does not gel into 
these cavities. So far as the last fac­ 
tor is concerned, if there Is no cut or 
break in the skin, even infected soap 
would not get into it. 
But, as a 
m atter of fact, soap has such anti­ 
septic powers that it will help to 
heal a broken skin.

Vague rumors of discontent crys- 
talized into definite threats to crip­ 
ple the administration plan as house 
and senate assembled shortly before 
noon. Emboldened by the statement 
of state chairman Edward Martin 
that the legislature is ’almost unan­ 
imously” in favor of local distribu­ 
tion of 
taxes 
raised 
locally—as 
against the Pinchot plan to have a 
state unemployment committee sup­ 
ervise such expenditures—anti-ad­ 
ministration fees in the senate plan­ 
ned new assaluts on the governor’s 
program. 
A formidable weapon was placed 
in the hands of the governor, how­ 
ever, by the decision of Attorney 
General William A. Schnader that 
the executive may add additional 
subjects to his relief plan despite the 
fact that the session already is un­ 
der way. 
Political observers professed to be­ 
lieve that the governor would not 
hesitate, if his original program is 
wrecked, to fashion an entirely new* 
relief structure through the addition 
of new subjects and the salvage oi 
other measures from the wreckage. 
After acting on five appropriation 
bills, one of which provided for their

journed until next Monday night.

tive proposes. 
The resolution said that “the gen­ 
eral assembly is directly responsible 
to the taxpayers and that the pro­ 
gram submitted by the governor to 
the special session destroys thus fun­ 
damental of representative govern-, 
ment.” 
Senator Woodward proposes that j 
the senate make no further effort 
to consider the governor’s own pro­ 
gram until he agrees to the piopos- j 
ed conference to discuss “a tax pro- j 
gram of wider scope than gas. cig­ 
arettes and billboards.”

Our county’s agriculture has de­ 
veloped so that, today we have an 
investment in agricultural real es- 


ture about which I will tell you. 
The first present day agricultural 
enterprise that I wish to mention 
is the Dairy Industry. We have in 
Lawrence County 18,300 
head 
of 
dairy cattle, comprised chiefly of 
Jersey, 
Holstein, 
and 
Guernsey 
breeds. Our dairymen were among 
the first to see the advantage of 
having herds free from tuberculosis, 
with the result, that our County has 
been qualified for a period of 5 years 
as a Modified Accredited Area for 
Tuberculosis Eradication under the 
provisions of the Pennsylvania Bu­ 
reau of Animal Industry. 
Among the projects which the lo­ 
cal extension association are as­ 
sisting *with, is the Annual Dairy 
Cattle Show’ and Field Day which 
is held each year at Volant. Repre­ 
sentative cattle of the three major 
breeds are exhibited at this show. 
The use of better sires and the de­ 
termining 
of 
production through 
Cow Testing Association Records has 
been urged by extension representa­ 
tives, so that today, we have herds 
in the county which have furnished 
foundation herd cattle to dairymen 
in other sections as well as calves 
from these herds being used in their 
4-H Club Work. The average pro­ 
duction per cow' of herds in cow 
testing association work during the 
past 11 years has increased from 
6,218 to 6,793 pounds cf milk; and 
from 251 to 290 pounds of butter 
fat.

The dairy products which are 
marketed in New Castle, Beaver 
Valley, and Pittsburgh return an an­ 
nual income of $1,424,000, to Law- 
rence County dairymen.

approximately 
181,000 birds which lay 1,453,000 doz­ 
en eggs for us each year. We also 
market poultry for an annual re­ 
turn of $87,000, making a total in­ 
come from poultry of $1,511,000 per 
year. 
The keeping of “Cost of Produc­ 
tion Records,” and “Grow Healthy 
Pullets,” are the leading 
projects 
suggested in our extension program. 
The Lawrence County Poultrymen 
who are keeping cost records have 
placed their enterprise on a business 
basis and are not working in the 
dark. Reports from 9 Grow Healthy 
Pullet Cooperators this year show’ 
that 4.406 chicks Were started and 
growm to maturity with a loss of 
12 
per cent. 
These poultrymen 
feel that this lqw mortality is due 
to clean practices used in growing 
their flocks. 
Adding to the picturesquesness of 
our pasture land, the sheep and wool 
growers have kept some 9,000 head 
of sheep, of both fine and medium 
wool types. These Lawrence Coun­ 
ty farmers are showing their ability 
to cooperatively market their prod­ 
ucts by the Lawrence County Wool 
Growers Association sponsoring the 
largest wool pool in our state this 
year. 
Our extension program has 
demonstrated the use of better tarns 
and flock improvement, so that 
there are now coming from Law­ 
rence County flocks as good lambs 
as any sold on the eastern markets. 
To go with our milk and eggs, we 
grow* potatoes as a cash crop, which 
amounts to $16,000 annually. 
The 
potato growers of Lawrence County 
have experienced the same decrease 
in acreage w hich is characteristic of 
most of the other counties of our 
state in recent years. 
Regardless 
of these facts, we are producing 
more potatoes annually as result of 
higher yields per acre. This is due 
to the putting across of an exten­ 
sion program recommending:—Dis­ 
ease-free seed, 
soil 
improveipent, 
and proper spraying. 
The Lawrence County Coopera­ 
tive Potato Growers Association has 
been responsible for the purchasing 
of 2,000 bushels certified disease-free 
seed per year which is used as foun­ 
dation stock for the next season. 
This 
association 
also 
purchases 


control, coupled with natuipl cli­ 
matic and soil condition, enables 
them to put out fruit of a desirable 
quality. 
I feel that the diversified man­ 
agement of our farms with the cow’s, 
hens, sheep, and swine; with the 
corn, oats, and barley we raise to 
feed them; the spuds, garden truck, 
and fruit we sell contribute very 
materially to the stability and pros­ 
perity of our farming as a business. 
The production of a commodity 
is not over 50 per cent of the ulti­ 
mate goal of any business, so with 
97,000 inhabitants in 
our county, 
our marketing goal is not far off. 
We have within our county 75 in­ 
dustries, exclusive 
of 
agriculture, 
with an annual pay roll of $25,000,- 
000. 
The income from agriculture 
amounts to almost $4,000,000 addi­ 
tional. 
Leading to the centers of the in­ 
dustrial population, W’e 
have 
145 
miles of improved road which adds 
to the ease of marketing. Scattered 
among our farms we have numerous 
centralized schools, and organiza­ 
tions; 
such 
as 
rural 
churches, 
granges, and cooperative marketing 
and purchasing association, nil of 
w hich contribute to the general wel­ 
fare 'f our community.
